Claim 6 was canceled by examiner amendment since it is 
a essentially a duplicate of claim 1, claim 1 uses the language "means" to describe some 
elements, however since significant structure is provided in language describing the structure of 
the invention in claim 1, the use of the language "means" does not invoke the means plus 
function of 35 U.S. C 1 12 6th paragraph, therefore claim 6 is essentially the same as claim 1, thus 
reason of the examiner's amendment cancelling the claim.
